By preparing an ordinance govern­ 
ing night soil 
and 
garbage regula­ 
tions with a penalty for refusal 
to 
obey, the board of health on W ednes­ 
day evening took final steps in its ef­ 
forts to establish an official garbage 
collector. 
The regulation» embodied 
in this ordinance make necessary the 
most sanitary and healthful conditions 
possible while collecting garbage, and 
any refusal to conform to these rules 
will result in the infliction of a pen­ 
alty not to exceed a fine ol $100 or 90 
days' imprisonment, or both. The first 
reading was given W ednesday even­ 
ing, and after the third reading and 
necessary publication 
the ordinance 
will become effective. 
The enactin': ut of this ordinance by 
the board is the beginning of the end 
of a confused state of affairs in which 
the board found itself after it had 
taken the initial step to system atise 
the collection of garbage in the city 
by appointing an official collector in 
the person or Daniel liowel). Previous 
I to making this move the board had 
I revoked the perm it of H enry Venable 
to collect garbage and night soil in 
the city. 
Since that time V onablcha* 
assumed a position of defiance to the 
instructions of the board, and no end 
I of trouble has ensued. 
Venable was deposed by the board 
following many complaints of his un­ 
satisfactory service. 
He was contin­ 
ually warned and given ©very oppor­ 
tunity to m ake the best of his posi­ 
tion, but he failed to mend his way* 
and a revision was necessary. Conse­ 
quently new 
rules 
and regulation* 
were made to support the new collec­ 
tor, Mr. Howell, but when Venable re­ 
fused to be ousted and the hoard a t­ 
tempted to protect Its appointee, it 
could not find any legal backing with 
which to enforce its rules. The Ic a rd 
assumed an indifferent attitude in re­ 
spect to whom the perm it was grant- 
»d, just so the man does his duty and 
conforms to the 
regulations 
of tho 
board. 
However, inasmuch 
as 
Mr. 
llowcll had been apiiointed the board 
was determined to stand by him. 
Apparently the only step to pursue 
was to request council to pass an ordi­ 
nance embodying the regulations aa 
desired. With this view in mind Clerk 
Schwartz made tbe request th at City 
Solicitor llam sey prepare an ordinance 
to present to council governing night 
soil and garbage regulations, with a 
penalty affixed 
for refusal to obey. 
Two council meetings have intervened 
since that tim e, but no desired ordi­ 
nance put in an appearance, and the 
neglect of the city soeilltor was no­ 
ticeable. 
Cierk Schw artz then resorted to the 
laws oi the state oi Ohio governing 
the state board of health, ami here a 
pleasant surprise was met.

BY WHEELBARROW IN CHINA. 


Tw o Passengers Go 20 Miles a Day 
for Ten Cents Each. 


Probably more freight 
and 
more 
passengers are transported in C hina 
by the wheelbarrow than by any other 
land method. 
The wheelbarrow used 
in China differs from th at used in 
America In the fact th at the wheel Is 
set in the center and thus supports 
practically the entire load, while the 
handles are supported in part by a 
strap or rope over the shoulders of 
the man who operates it. 
As a result the coolie in China will 
transport nearly half a ton on his 
wheel. 
W heelbarrows are much used 
in the country where the roads are 
but little developed, and I have heard 
that jjassengers som etimes make the 
entire trip from Shanghai to Peking, a 
distance of 600 miles, by barrow. 
A two-passenger barrow will make 
about 20 miles a day, and the coolie 
is content with a pay of about 20 cents 
a day, or an average of about half a 
cent a mile for each passenger. 
On the level, well-kept streets of 
the foreign quarters of such cities as 
Hongkong. Shanghai and Peking the 
wheelbarrow coolie will struggle along 
with a load of six or even eight people.

Two Passenger T rains Collide and 11 
Persons Were Killed— An Equal 


Number Perished in a Freight 
W reck in Wyoming. 


New Orleans, Nov. K \—It was - 
heavy price in human life th at paid 
for the errors of railroad trainm en 
W ednesday when a Great N orthern 
express crashed into the rear of a 
New Orleans & N ortheastern local 
train at Little W oods station, a Ash­ 
ing and hunting camp on Lake Pont- 
chartrain, 12 miles from New O rleans. 
Eleven dead and many m ore injured, 
some of them fatally crushed, are the 
results of the wreck, which was a t­ 
tended by unusually gruesome scenes 
In the swamps on the lake shore. 
To 
add to the horror of the situation the 
wreck caught fire and only the heroic 
work of the surviving passengers pre­ 
vented the cremation of those pinned 
in the debris. 
Between Slidell and New O rleans 
the Gr^at N orthern trains run over 
the tracks of the 
New 
Orleans 
& 
N ortheastern road. 
A local train of 
the N ortheastern, 
from 
H attiesburg 
and other Mississippi points, is due to 
arrive in New O rleans 20 m inutes be­ 
fore the fast Great N orthern train 
from 
Covington. 
W ednesday 
the 
N ortheastern train w as late and the 
difference of 20 minutes between the 
running of the trains was consider 
ably reduced. 
When Engineer Blackman of the 
Great Northern train took the N orth­ 
eastern tracks at Slidell he was given 
the usual right of way signal, he says, 
and proceeded 
to 
move 
his 
train 
toward New Orb ans at 45 miles an 
hour. 
As Little Woods 
was 
ap­ 
proached the N ortheastern local sud­ 
denly loomed up through the fog. En­ 
gineer Blackman applied the brakes 
and remained at the throttle while the 
ponderous 
locomotive 
plunged 
part 
way through the train ahead, leaving 
behind it a trail of corpses and in 
Jured passengers. 
No one on the G reat N orthern ex­ 
press was seriously hurt, but those 
aboard the N ortheastern local were 
thrown right and left, or crushed by 
the express locomotive 
as 
It 
tore 
through the two rear coaches of the 
local. 
As Little Woods has no tele­ 
graph station, serious delay w as ex­ 
perienced in getting a m essage to 
New Orleans, and it was two hours 
before a rescue train arrived. 
In the 
meantime passengers of 
the 
Great 
N orthern train did all they could to 
rescue the Injured. 
Among the sights that greeted the 
rescuers was th at of a small boy ap­ 
parently unable to extricate himself 
from the wreckage, which was last 
settling down upon him. 
A score or 
more of men made a heroic effort to 
get the child, but the wreckage and 
scaping steam 
from 
the damaged 
locomotive cut off their way and they 
were forced to stand Idly by while the
